mdon, March 22.—The great Gal- 


fffin fortress of Przemysl which the 
Anbtrians had BO staunchly defended 
sinco the early days of the war, fell 
into the hands of the Russian besieg- 
ers this morning. The_last of the im- 
provised field fortifications were cap- 
tured some days ago, and the final 
act of the drama began toward the 
last of the week when the'command- 
ant deliberately expended his reserve 
ammunition and sent the bulk of the 
garrison out on the forlorn hope of 
catting its way eastward through the 
besiegers. 


Take 6,000 Prisoners. 


With the strong-Russian line tight- 


ly drawn around the fortress, all ef- 
fort apparently was 
hopeless from 


the start, and 6,000 prisoners fell into 
(he hands of the Russians while as 
many more fell dead 
or wounded. 


The shattered remnant of the force 
fled back to the fortress, and they now 
have fallen into the hands of the Rus- 
sians. 


The garrison of Przemysl originally 


numbered 60JOOO to 80,000 men, but 
sorties and shells have cut a. consid- 
erable number of thousands from that 
total.

The besieging army is. understood 


to number .about. 120,00p; .officers and 
men. 
This force "will nbw.'marcH ~oh 
the strong Austrian fortress of CT&- 
cow, 125 miles west of Przemysl, It 
being the announced determination 
of the Russian commander in chief' to 
reduce the .ancient Polii3h:capitial-'as 
speedily as possible. 


Russians Occupy Memel.. - 


Two Russian successes at the ex- 
tremities of the 
six 
hundred mile 
front were reported today at Petro- 
grad. 
The seaport of Memel, on the Baltic, 
in Bast Prussia, is definitely in the 
hands of the Russians, but the place 
is of little strategic importance, as 
it is surrounded by swamps which in 
view of the breakup of the winter 
makes impossible any 
further ad- 
vance from this -direction. The Memel 
movement does, however, take the in- 
vaders into a part of East Prussia 
heretofore free from invasion, and it 
may for this reason be of some po- 
litical effect. 


At the other end of the line the 
Russians are advancing in Bukowina 
in the direction of Czernowitz. They 
are now due east of the city on the 
line of the river Pruth and they need 
only to cross the river again to be in 
possession of the capital 
of Buko- 


•wina. 


Storms again have intervened to 
give the Dardanelles forts a rest, ac- 
cording to information given out in 
Ixsndon. A report of the Dardanelles 
fighting on March 18, received from 
Constantinople, declares that the ves- 
sels of the allies fired on this day 
2.000 shells without silencing a single 
Turkish battery.

DROWN IN BOSPHORUS

The British official press bureau is- 
?d the following statement: 


-, ''Information was received that the 
fortress of Przemysl has fallen .and 
that the garrison has surrendered to 
Russian arms." 


The siege o£ Przemysl, an Austrian 
stronghold in the province of Galicia, 
lias been under way since the early 
days of the war. It has been a bitter 
and relentless siege which has never 
been relaxed for a day since the Rus- 
sians .invested the city. Several at- 
tempts of the Austrians to raise the 
siege, the last of which was only a 
short time ago, have failed. 
With the fall of Przemysl, the only 
Important fortified town in Galicia 
which is still in the hands of the Aus- 
trians, is Cracow, in northwestern 
Galicia, close to the German border 
In the early days of the war the 
Russian offensive campaign, as out- 
lined unofficially, 
contemplated the 
invasion of Germany through Prussia 


, from the >north, and simnltaneously 
f*i;to Selicia from Galicia. The Rus- 
:\ £ins succeeded In penetrating Galicia 
/ -Jilt the success of the Austrians in 
holding Przemysl and Cracow blocked 
attempts to invade Germany

FJeet Suffered Severely When

Berlin, via London, March 22.—The 


correspondent at Constantinople on 
the Wolff bureau telegraphed a de- 
scription, of the fighting of the Darda- 
nelles on Thursday, March 18, in 
which the French battleship Bouvet 
and two BritUh battleships ,were .sent

•The efforts ^ot the aJlles,to force, -the

ened by clouds of smoke from explod- 
ing shells arid a'quantity of earth was 
thrown into the air by the projectiles 
of French and British warships. The 
earth trembled for miles' around: 


Nine Ships Engaged. 


The allies entered. . -the straits at 
11:30 in .the the morning and shelled 
the 
town . of. . Shank . Kale.. Four 
French and five British 
warships 
took part in the beginning. This en- 
gagement reached Its climax at half 
past one when fire of the allies was 
concentrated upon fort.Hamidieh and 
the adjacent fortified positions. 
The attack of modern marine ar- 
tillery upon strong land forces pre- 
sented an interesting as well as ter- 
rifying spectacle. At times the fort 
was completely enveloped In smoke. 
At two o'clock the allies changed 
their tactics and concentrated their 
fire on individual batteries, but 
It 
was evident they found 
difficulty in 
getting the range. Many of their 
shells fell short, cast tip pillars of wa- 
ter or went over the fort to explode 
in the .town. 


Bouvet Sinks First 


At quarter past three, when the 
bombardment was at its hottest, the 
French battleship Bouvet was seen 
to be sinking at the stern. A moment 
later her bows swung clear of the 
water and. she was going down. Roar- 
ing cheers 
from 
Turkish garrison 
and fort greeted this sight. Torpedo 
boats and other craft of the 
allies 
hurried to the rescue, but they were 
successful in saving only a few men. 
Besides having been struck by a mine, 
the Bouvet was severely damaged 
above the water-line by shell fire. 
One projectile struck her 
forward 
deck and a mast also was shot away 
and hung overboard. It ,could 
be 
seen that the Bouvet, when she sank, 
was endeavoring to gain the mouth 
of the straits. , This 
however, was 
difficult, owlng'apparently to the fact 
:hat her machinery had been dam- 
aged. „

Souvet a British ship was struck, on 
the deck amidship and compelled to 
withdraw from the fight. 


Third. Vessel Wrecked. 
Then another. British vessel was 
wdly damaged and a quarter before, 
'our. was seen, to retire.under .-terrlffle 
ire from Turkish batteries. 
This 
vessel ran in ,towardr the shore. For 
full hour the.alies tried to-protect 
her with their .guns, but. it was -ap-' 
parent that she was destined'for de: 
itructlon. 
An effective hit 
showed 
he hopelessness: of-the situation he- 
'ore this vessel. Then she withdrew 
oward the. mouth of the Dardanelles 
which she reached In a few minutes 
under a hail of shells. The fort con- 
jnued' firing until the allies were out 
of range.

.This was the first day .when . .t&rf 
warships attacking, the . . Dardanelles 
kept within '. range, of Turkish . ghhs 
or considerable length of time. The 
result "for them 'was terrible owing 
o the excellent marksmanship from 
the Turkish batteries. 
The allies 
ired on this, day 2000 shells without 
silencing one shore battery. The re- 
sult has inspired the Turks with con- 
fidence and they are looking forward 
o further engagements with calm as- 
surance. '

the thoroughness with which the 
Germans have established their en- 
campment in the Vosges mountains 
is furnished by a. correspondent of 
the Volkeszeltung who has just visit- 
ed that enow-covered region. 
Adjacent to the mountain head- 
quarters he found, a number of flour- 
ishing industries for turning out 
necessities of war, such as grenades, 
bombs, 
snow 
shoes, 
and 
alpine 
stocks. The huge. store house where 
were, kept the gifts that had been 
sent to the soldiers was so 
large 
and orderly,. with such a variety of 
things, that Is reminded him of a de- 
partment store. The government's 
careful system of "bookkeeping" con- 
cerning the movement of us troops 
makes it possible 
for 
gifts of all 
sorts'to..be delivered, with accuracy 
and promptness. 
' 
Such-articles, along, with, the'huge 
supplies .that are.'needed, are trans- 
ported to' the mountains 
by 
rail, 
and- then, because of- the Icy roads, 
are 
transferred 
to ' mule 'teams. 
Horses, It has been " found, are al- 
most entirely unable 
to make the 
ascent,over the. ice^-and snow-cover-' 
ed -paths, while :the 
Email-footed 
donkeys do .It without too great 
trouble. 
•. 
The food supplies .' are stored in 
block houses, which are constantly 
replenished, and other mule teams 
dally haul to the front trenches pro- 
visions tor-each, day. To prevent the 
mules - from 
making any noise,'en- 
route, Vthe Germans 'have adopted 
unique .measures.. Experience 
has 
taiiht them that the amhnals for some 
unknown reason invariably flirt their 
tails:: in ,the air while they "squeal."

A Few Suggestions en the Ageratum, 


Nasturtium, .California Poppy, 


and Zinnia. 


Many people at this season of the 
year are considering what flowering 
plants they shall .put In their gar- 
dens. The average housewife, who 
has.not mnch-Jime to spare on the 
matter, ,_the child whq ii Just becom- 
ing, interested in growing plants, and 
the-teacher who Is laying out «a 
school garden'for the benefit of her 
pupils, 
will 
undoubtedly 
welcome 
SJPPil suggestions along this 
line. 
The United States (Department of Ag- 
riculture's specialist. particularly re- 
commends as-satisfactory, .and easily 
grown flowers the ageratum, the nas-\ 
turtium, the petunia, the - California 
poppy and- the- zinnia. Here are a few 
pointers on each of them: 
^Ageratum:—The ageratum is .one of 
the few blue' flowers we have. In its 
form it somewhat resembles the helio- 
trope . but has no odor. -Ageratuma 
grow well upon almost/all soils and 
throuhg a wide range of. climate. For 
that reason many' combinations with 
them are possible. 
The plants are 
neat,, bushy and erect, and produce a 
Profusion 
of 
brush-like 
flowers 
throughout the season. The dwarf 
blue sorts make fine borders and are 
much used where 'contrasting color 
effects are desired. For early bloom 
the seed should 
be 
sown in cold 
frames or in boxes in the house early 
m the season (March), but for sum- 
mer and fall bloom the seeds may be 
sown in April, or early in May In well- 
prepared beds in the 
open. 
Seeds 
sown in August will produce good 
plants for winter flowering 
„ Nasturtium.—The large seers of the 
nasturtium require to be planted much 
deeper than the fine see^s of .the pe- 
tunia. Sow them in rows ^where the 
plants are to grow, placing the seeds 
about six inches apart In the row ah! 
cover them about an Inch deep. When 
all plants are up, thin-so that they 
stand -a foot apart a the soil is rich? 
ln,fat£Srr ttln' '! wl11 be as well.to 
allow-Wem to stand at planting dis- 
tance. 
The plants should be given 
clean cultivation 
to 
induce 
rapid 
growth. If planted in, the onen at thp 
same time that beans are planted 
very satisfactory results will follow 
SK e,"HerJ*S?5 .*«* 1?.advanceof 


frost _ The seeds 
of 
eschBcnoltzia 
may be sown in window boxes or: in 
a hofcbed Jn March, or in the open 
where the plants are to bloom as soon 
as .the soil Is in fit condition, In' April 
or May In the latitude of New York. 
In latitudes south of New York the 
seeds may be sown in,the autumn for 
early bloom. The plants enjoy a rich 
loam and should be allowed about 
fire or .six inches, of. space In the row. 
When used In beds they may be sown 
broadcast. 


Zinnia.— The zinnia la easily grown 
. 
from seed sown in the open 
When sow in April the planground 
ts will 
bloom ^abundantly and continuously 
through the entire season. During 
the month of August zinnias are at 
tnelr best. .To secure large flowers 
and a profusion-of'bloom the plants 
must be given- ample room for lull 
development, as well as. an abundant 
supply of food. 
Strong,- rich ' soils 
suit the-ainnia. It the seeds are sown 
in a dwelling house or in a- hot-bed in 
March.and 
the young plants are 


ing placed in their permanent situa- 
tions, more satisfactory results will 
be secured .than from outdoor-sown 
seeds unless equal care In thinning 
or transplanting is given.

Prayers of peace were offered yes"- 
terday in both Catholic churches of 
the city. 
Simultaneously throughout 
the entire world the prayer of Pope 
Benedict for the 
ceasing of hostili- 
ties and the reigning of a great peri- 
od of peace on earth was reverently 
read in Catholic churches. 
Father 
MeEnnary, professor 
'of 
seminary at Oconomowoc, delivered a 
peace sermon at the 8:30 o'clock mass 
at St. Mary's church, at which time 
the entire male congregation, the 
Guards' of Honor," received' commun-" 
ion in a body. At at Patrick's church 
devotions were held during-the after- 
noon. The Rev. Dean B. <K. Reilly de- 
livered a powerful 
sermon- at 
the 
10:30 o'clock solemn high mass on-the 
gospel of the day. 
"These are the most solemn days of 
the year and as the beautiful tide of 
Easter approaches we should prepare 
and make ready for the feast of the 
Resurrection," Dean Reilly said The 
scenes in the Gospel today are the 
September- or October of the 
Cruci- 
fixion., the time when of old all adult 
Jews attended the feast of the Taber- 
nacle. At this time Jesus Christ and 
His disciples were'present at the tem- 
ple and entered 
in discussion with 
the scribes and Pharisees on the doc- 
trine of the law.

"Our 
Lord appealed and rebuked 
them for their obstinacy and asked 
them, 'Who can convince me of sin? 
Why do you not hear me?' Even in 
their eyes He was without sin; none 
would accuse Him. They know He i 
had never broken the law, either of 
God or of Moses. But still they hated 
"They, could not keep silent and 
used intense language of abuse and 
insult. They asked if 'Thou hast seen 
Abraham?' and the Jews were indig- 
nant in. their hatred and when He 
answered, 'He that is of God heareth 
God' and they returned, 'You are not 
of God' and they refused further to 
listen. 
" 'Before Abraham was, I am,' „„ 
told them, and thereby declared his 
Divinity. More and more this angered 
them and they picked up stones 
to 
strike Him, but He hid and went out 
or the temple. 


"To the Jews, Jesus
